1 EGISLATIVE distemper” is 
a malady which quite fre¬ 
quently threatenes to be¬ 
come epidemic during the latter 
stages of a legislative session, 
when nerves get frayed and law¬ 
makers get their political fingers 
mangled in the wringer of public 
opinion. 

Nor is it restricted to legisla¬ 
tors. The gentlemeh who are 
‘ called “legislative representa- 
. lives,” when they're for you, or 
I "lobbyists,” if they're against you, 
likewise suffer from distemper on 
i occasion. And back in the home 
districts, the general public often 
! suffers from the same affliction, 
pouring out its vitriol in heated 
condemnation of all things legis¬ 
lative—and particularly legisla¬ 
tors. Even farmers have been 
known to develop the disease 
when new re.“trictions, new licen¬ 
ses, new taxes and new headaches 
of every variety threaten their 
peace of mind and the conduct 
of their business. 

Yet short-tempers and sulphuric 
outbursts accomplish little, either 
in the Legislature or in any other 
phase of life, and often, in legis-. 
lative affairs, they are responsible i 
tor the defeat of much good ' 
legislation and the enactment of 
much that is bad. j 

This year, at Sacramento, 
there have already been a few! 
signs of distemper, with both | 
legislators and public representa-; 
tives departing from facts and j 
reason to indulge in personalities, ! 
loose charges and angry abuse.: 
Fortunately, however, the great; 
majority of the legislators have i 
kept their heads and their self 
respect, with the last few weeks 
bringing indications that many of 
the more serious conflicts will be 
.settled by working out reasonable 
compromise propo.~als, with regard 
for the rights of everyone con¬ 
cerned. 

With the welfare of the entire 
state at issue in much of the 
proposed legislation, and with ra¬ 
dically changed conditions creat¬ 
ing problems which call for cool 
heads and intelligent deliberation, 
the present Legislature needs a 
rational, fair-minded "give and 
take” attitude much more than 
it needs impassioned oratory or 
spectacular flights in search of 
an elusive Utopia. 

One of the unfortunate hang¬ 
overs of depression has been an 
apparent disposition on the part 
of the unthinking to conclude 
that "Anything which is big is 
bad.” Originally, this doctrine was 
applied to all forms of "big bu.si- 
ness.” More recently it has been 
construed to apply to anyone who 
survived the depression without 
going on relief, despite the fact 
that .someone had to pay the bilks 
for those who couldn’t pay their 
own. 

For a time, the "forgotten 
man” was idealized to the point 
where the man who hadn’t been 
completely forgotten was put 
down—by a certain section of the 
community, at least— as an 
enemy of society. It became cus¬ 
tomary for employees, .seeking 
shorter hours and bigger wages, 
to speak of employers as their 
"enemies^”

Where do accidents happen ? Why 
do they happen? 

An analysis of accidents In 
California, one of the most tho¬ 
rough and searching on record, 
was issued the other day by the 
State Department of Motor Ve¬ 
hicles. And here, briefly, are a 
few of its most revealing dis 
coveries: 

In every hundred accidents on 
city streets, there are five deaths, 
while on rural and private roads 
there are sixteen deaths per hun- 
ared accidents. Drivers between 
the ages of 20 eind 29 have more 
accidents than those of any other 
ten-year age group. Accidents in¬ 
volving drunken drivers or pedes¬ 
trians increased nine per cent 
during 1936. 

Of persons killed In traffic last 
year, 23 out of every hundred

Avocado Trees Fool 
Experts; Rig Crop 
Is Expected 

The unusually warm and there- ' 
fore favorable weather of the 
past week or more, coincident 
with the heaviest and latest-ap¬ 
pearing bloom on Southern Cali¬ 
fornia avocado trees, is creating 
the possibility of a fine I937-3S 
.season avocado crop, according to 
Carter Barrett, cultural authority 
and president of the California 
Avocado Association, the Indus-1 
try's cultural society. j 

For the first time in history, | 
avocado trees have not spent 
their blossom vigor and energy 
during the relatively’ cool months 
of January, p-ebruary and early 
-March, when few fruit ordinarily 
set, states .Mr. Barrett. Insteaii. 
the extremely cold January held 
back the blossoming until late 
in April, and only lately have 
trees opened into a full bloom, | 
which is not only unusually heavy 
but also very vigorous. ’ | 

The m.anner in which many of i 
the frost-injured trees are re¬ 
covering is remarkable, says Mr. 
Barrett, who feels that some I 
may even set considerable fruit. I 
Pruning of partially and wholly 
dead limbs on frost-injured tree’s 
should be carried out later in the 
season for safety.

'The action is in response to 
agitation by many residents for a 
switch from the present practice 
of burning vacant lots to the 
safer and more up-to-date method 
of ploughing or harrowing. 

’The latter practice is now em¬ 
ployed by the City of Pasadena, 
which has purchased an elaborate 
disc-ploughing machine and sev¬ 
eral modem high-speed tractors 
for the work. Crown City offi¬ 
cials assert that the disc-plough¬ 
ing method will lessen the cost 
to property owners and give the 
lots a better after-appearance. 
They believe, too, it will help 
keep the ground rich and greatly 
reduce the fire hazard. TTie bill 
to owners of lots 50 feet by 100 
feet will be approximately $2.50, 
it is said.

Where lots are cleaned | 
off early and a second crop of I 
weeds spring up, the city will 
replough at no extra cost. 

City officials here, however, 
raised an important objection to 
this new method of weed clean¬ 
ing. 'They asserted th,at it will 
leave lots completely devoid of 
vegetation for some titne after 
the ploughing and that until a 
new crop of weeds appears the 
lots will be little better than 
miniature "dust bowls.” They 
also pointed out that it would be 
virtually impossible to disc-plough 
lots containing an abundance of 
rocks. A third objection to the 
disc method was seen in the po¬ 
tential erosion danger. 

With the approach of the sum¬ 
mer fire-hazard season, however, 
the survey is being rushed to 
completion, and officials hope to 
have definite data to submit to 
the public within the near future.

The ultra conservative Federal 
Reserve Bank of this (the 12th) 
Federal Reserve District takes 
a highly optimistic view of busi¬ 
ness conditions on the West Coast 
in its latest bulletin, issued on 
Monday.

.oumer purchasing power” and the 
consequent "increase in the value 
of retail trade.” The report says.

Wage rate Increases were wide¬ 
spread and wage earner income 
expanded more rapidly than pro¬ 
duction of goods. During March, 
agricultural Income continued ap¬ 
preciably higher than a year ago, 
largely becau.se of increased pri¬ 
ces paid farmers for their pro¬ 
ducts. Expanding consumer pur¬ 
chasing power in recent months 
was indicated during March by a 
substantial Increase in the value 
of retail trade. 

“Factory employment in the 
three Pacific Coast states in¬ 
creased four per cent between 
mid-February and mid-March, 
about twice the usual seasonal 
gain.

"Even after allowance for the 
concentration of Easter shopping 
in March this year and for other 
seasonal influences, the value of 
sales of district department stores 
increased six per cent to the 
highest value since 1931.
